"Former town leaders and the people of 
Agawam provided the basis for the spring board 
Into the future by adopting a new Town Charter 
with a Town Council-Manager form of govern- I 
ment. Although the changeover to the new 
government was not smooth, positive results are 
springing forward. Old and even new or¬ 
dinances have been or are being revised; major 
sewer and street drainage systems have been 
completed; a reorganization of town government 
has been submitted to the council; a new Town 
Plan Is nearly completed and detailed plans have 
been prepared for a $$4,000,000 sewer, 
drainage, and water system encompassing major 
portions of the town. State and Federal funds will 
substantially reduce the cost of this project. 
Because new library facilities are a major con¬ 
cern, this is being actively investigated by a 
Council sub-committee. 

"However, construction of sewers and 
buildings and changing of ordinances is not new. 
The real changes that will take place are dif¬ 
ferent then the changes noted above. The future 
holds new and complex questions for elected and 
public officials and the people. 

"Change? ... yes. Where Agawam goes from 
here is up to its people. 

"ARE WE PREPARED " for strong unions within 
town government and compulsory arbitration 
between town officials and union officials? 

"ARE WE PREPARED" for the legal right of 
these unions to strike to enforce demands? 

"ARE WE PREPARED" to suffer the loss or 
curtailment of public services during these 
periods? 

"ARE WE PREPARED" for the State to legislate 
more uniform zoning by laws to circumvent snob 
zoning and other restrictive zoning? 

"ARE WE PREPARED" for the State to legislate 
uniform building and related codes, license, and 
permit regulations and educational standards? 

"ARE WE PREPARED" to pay for new 
municipal services such as a sewer tax, and for 
regional disposal of waste material? 

"ARE WE PREPARED" to support your elected 
and public officials during these difficult 
changes? 

"ARE WE PREPARED? 

"In the year 2000 I hope people will look 
with pride upon the changes made in Agawam.

[Town Council Delays 
Action On Department Items

Town Council delayed action 
at a recent meeting on over 
$116,000 in capital improvement 
program items in the Water 
Department. 

Councilors requested more 
information from Town 
Manager James Westman on . 
four requests to appropriate 
from water revenue surplus . 
funds. The funds come from the 
overtaxing of townspeople on 
their water bills. The Water 
Department is now self¬ 
funding, via the water bills, and 
excess funds are either turned 
back to the people or sunk into 
improvements in water 
systems in communities which 
use water billings. 

Some $98,000 of the 
manager’s request was for 
water lines on Garden Street 
and Ellison Avenue to Meadow 
Street. The remaining $18,228.83 
was for new equipment. 

In other action, the council 
rejected on a 7 to 2 vote a 
request to apply for matching 
federal funds for several parks 
in town. 

The bulk of the $76,500 
program filed by Park Director 
Jack Kunasek would have been 
devoted to Borgatti Park. 
Councilors objected to that 
facet, asking for facilities in 
North Agawam and Feeding 
Hills. 

Councilors Joseph Della- 
Giustina and Edmund Coffey, 
representing the area around 
Borgatti, have refiled the 
petition for funds on the October 
20 council agenda. Kunasek 
explained in an inter-office 
memo to Westman that the 
application was for the right to 
apply for some of the $5 million 
available, not an application for 
the program. Della-Giustina 
and Coffey refiled, according to 
Town Clerk Edward Caba, 
because they felt the 7 to 2 vote 
was a minority opinion of the 
council. 

The council did approve $6080 
from the reserve fund for the 
transfer of the Feeding Hills 
Library to the former 7-11 store 
site on Springfield Street. The 
council approved the final 
leasing one week beforehand. 

Also approved was $800 from 
the reserve fund for 
luminescent highway paint. 

The council approved a Class 


II dealer's permit for Gary 
Thomas, doing business at 27 
River Street. The license was 
restricted to four cars, sale 
hours 8 a.m. to 9 p.m., sale days 
weekdays, Saturdays, and 


Washington's Birthday. 

On October 9, Thomas said he 
would use the license only to 
facilitate the sale of cars he 
currently repairs on the site. 
Councilors Francis Colli and 


Julio Alvigini praised Thomas 
for the “neat, orderly business” 
he runs there, and thanked him 
for cleaning it up from the stock 
car building business that was 
there previously. 


Developer Says 
Pheasant Hill Project 
Proceeding On Schedule

Developers of the proposed 
282-unit Pheasant Hill Village 
housing project are proceeding 
on schedule. However, at least 
one official in Boston is 
predicting a minimum six 
month delay in the funding of 
the development. 

William Flynn, State 
Secretary of Communities and 
Development, told the Citizen 
recently that the state 
legislature approved a $25 
million bonding limit for the 
Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Agency, mortgagers of 
the $7 million plus needed for 
Pheasant Hill, and that the 
Agawam project was not in¬ 
cluded in the priority list for 
projects. 

“We’re quite familiar with 
the Agawam project,” Flynn 
said at Governor Michael 
Dukakis’ recent economic 
planning conference in 
Springfield, “and all I can say is 
that the bonding ceiling 
recently approved will not allow 
it.” 

Flynn cited the projected 
crisis in the housing mortgage 
market as the prime reason the 
state held back the MHFA. 
Although the agency funds itself 
on private investment, it uses 
the state as a guarantee for all 
loans, hence Beacon Hill must 
approve the MHFA debt limit. 

The young secretary denied 
any link with allegations that 
the MHFA favored certain 
developers to the legislator’s 
conservative stand on the MH¬ 
FA. 


John Beltrandi, a partner in 
the Pheasant Hill project, 
declined any comment on 
Flynn’s statement. 

“From our position now, I can 
tell you that our final plans and 
specifications have been 
received from Schadler 
Associates (designers of 
Pheasant Hill) and are now out 
to bid for a general contractor,” 
Beltrandi said. 

“All requirements stated in 
the Board of Appeals have been 
fulfilled,” he added. 

“We’re waiting for three 
things now: the Conservation 
Commission’s final okay on our 
plans, Mr. Westman’s decision 
on the tax relief, and a con¬ 
tractor,” he continued. 


“The Planning Board has 
reviewed our site plan, also.” 

The Conservation Com¬ 
mission issued its initial 
decision in September on 
Pheasant Hill, and will issue a 
final report in November. Town 
Manager James Westman, who 
will decide if Pheasant Hill will 
be taxed on income rather than 
the standard property value, 
has made no statement on his 
decision.

Due to the new fiscal year, the 
extra cash can only be certified 
for the budget starting on July 
1, 1976. All of which means that 
any tax increase can be offset 
by 60 cents.
